CHARGES ON SILVER 


House Member from Eleventh Geor- 
gia District Says if Southern 
States Would Make United 
Pull for Such Treasury 
They Could Get It.

Washington, March 31.—(Speciai.)—In 
the opinion of Representative Brantiey,. 
who has been making an investigation 
into the matter, the time is opportune 
for a revival of the effort to secure the

The need for this is greatly increased | 
by a notice recently given ‘to banks Dy 
secretary of the treasury that the 
government has determined to discon- 
the practice of paying express 
charges on-.silver shipped from,the treas- 
ury here in Washington, or from one of 
the subtreasuries to the different parts 
of the country. 

Of Great Interest to the South. 

The demand for silver is strong in all 
parts of the great southeastern section 
yet so far are the com- 
mercial centers of the states compris-” 
ing that section from any subtreasury 
that the express charges are practically 
prohibitive. This fact serves to add @ 
strong argument to the many others 
which have heretofore been advanced in 
favor of the proposal to establish a sub- 
treasury in Georgia. 

Mr. Brantley advises umited action on 
the part of the commercia: interests of 
Georgia, Alabama, Tennessee, Florida 
and South Carolina toward seguring the 
establishment of a subtreasury at some 
central point in that great section. Here- 
tofore there has been considerable rival- 
ry between Atlanta and Savannah, While 
we in Atlanta are, of course, convinced 
that our advantages of central location 
point to Atlanta as the best place, Mr, 
Brantley advises that’ this rivalry be 
set aside until after, by united action, 
the establishment of a subtreasury in 
some Georgia city is assured.

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PRISON DISCIPLINE. 
By C. C. McClaughry. 


Note—The running commentary the 
federation column of last Sunday’s Con- 
stitution on the meéting of the social 
service class of .the Atlanta Woman's 
Club has called forth so much favorable 
comment, that it is with pleasure Mr 
McClaughry’s address is presented in full 
below in response to miny special re- 
quests 


Lindsay John- 
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How best to protect society front the 
criminal, and how best to prepare th: 
imprisoned criminal for a return to proper 
citizenship, are two great questipns which 
prison discipline should strive to solve, 
for in them are expressed the very ob- 
jects for which prisons are built and 
As it 
affects the. public, and as it affects the 
prisoner. 

The duty of the state in attempting t« 
protect the great mass of hbaw-abiding 
people from the warfare waged upon it 
by the criminal is not less important tha¥ 
the service to be rendered to the crim- 
inal in placing him under such a system 
of training, education or corrective treat- 
ment, as will most tend to cause him, 
for his own salvation, to ‘“‘cease {to do 
evil and learn to do well.” 

The day is passing when a man is sent 
to prison to pay in physical or mental! 
suffering alone, measured in years or dol- 
lars and cents. what a judge or jury esti- 
mates to be the damage which the peace 
and dignity of the commonwealth has 
suffered by some single crime. 

The wisdom of today, overruling the 
vengeance of yesterday, demands from 
the habitual criminal! ‘more than merely 
a temporary cessation from criminal! 
practices. It demands something more 
profitable both’ to the manandto society 


-than the everlasting disgrace from which 


the accidental criminal in former days 
found no escape while men remembered 
that he was an “ex-convict.” 

Hence the demand which the pubdile 
welfare is today putting upon:the penal 
machinery of the state. is that prison ad- 
ministration shall neither crush Dy un- 
necessarily harsh treatment, nor merely 
clothe and. feed and be ‘‘good fellow’ to 
a motley ageregation of convicted crim- 
inals, Dut that it shall study out and 
determine. as nearly as may be possible 
within the scope of human calculation, 
the future relation to the state of each 
and every one of all these captives of the 
law. : 

The pubd?ic weal demands that the pro- 
fessional and habitual criminal] be so 
handicapped in this criminal profession 
or criminal habit that, as long as he re- 
mains persistent in and uncured of these 
#bnormalities, be they products of dis- 
ease or matters of deliberate chofce, he 
ahall be restrained of his liberty and de- 
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prived of the opportunity of injuring nt

If, then, to the prison administrator of 
such important commissions as 
are given; duties which involvg 
the most delicate tasks, those of studys= 
ing and amalyzing and determining the 
various phases of character and attainment 
which go to show any man’s positive or 
negutive value to his fellow-man and to 
himself, it is high time that the value of 
the prison official along these lines be- 
come a known quantity and a recognized 
factor in the work, 

It is time that the state 
its attention to the selection, education 
and training of those who, in turn, are 
to be the selectors, educators and train- 
ers of these, its wards. It is time that

geance and prevention by intimidation 
are more valuable than kindness, pa- 
tience, firmness and common sense in the 
handling of crime. The disciplining of 
& prison is not work for which either 
the title of ‘‘colonel’’ or “professor’’ is 
a necessary preliminiary, but it is work 
demanding something of the natural or 
acquired ability which leads its possessor 
to either title. 

Must Be Teacher and Manager. 

It depends’upon the ability to go from 
the flelds of a_ pure private life into the 
“far country” of criminal life. to study 
its people, to discover through the per- 
plexities of strange modes of expression 
their thoughts, ideas, habits, faults and 
Virtues, their rebellious, treacherous, 
weak or sometimes noble natures: to 
conquer them, to lead them, to win them; 
to administer justice, to suppress an- 
archy, to dispel ignorance, to cultivate 
hope; last, but not least, to drop into 
every aching and hungry heart~ some 
message from the Master which shal, 
if anything may, Jead tnem back into 
the path of proper relations with their 
fellow mah. 

To successfully manage a prison, there- 
fore, a2 man ‘must be essentially a mamna-

ger, both in his fitness for his work and 
'crime obtaining goncessions and advan- 


in the authority and datitude given him 
for doing the work in the best way. He 
should have free and unlimited rights 
in the selection of his subordinates if he 
is worthy of being held responsible for 
the treatment and training of the pris- 
oners over whom they are to be placed. 
No tyranny on earth %s more complete 
than that of an unjust unscrupulous 
prison officer, and few on carth 
need more careful watching and such 
shrewd study, prison officers. They 
are men and therefore fallible. Exposed 
to the tremendous influences which ema- 
nate from the gathered cunning and 
trickery of a great state's convicted 
criminals, like timber exposed to the sun, 
many of them gradually warp away from 
the etraight lines of an unright charac- 
ter, and absorb something of the habits 
of the men they are supposed to lead

Plea Against Political Interference. 
How, then, is the scrupulous keeping of 
the law, the loyalty to right for right’s 
sake, to be taught and drilled and train- 
ed into a prison population if a warden 
is forced accept the misfit relatives 
of prominent party workers, or those 
who have ‘done good service’ in the 
doubtful days of some political contest? 
Why cannot prison service rige to the 
Qignity of an honorable calling for those 
who watch the convict at his work, who 
are first acquainted with the things that 
affect every moment of, his prison life; 
his wants and trials; his hopes and fears; 
his little virtues or his grave shortcom- 
ings; @nd who, by their very nearness 
to the eddying current of his prison ex- 
perience are able to drop into the trou- 
bied stream. the oil of kindly aid and 
wise suggestion, of patient leading, or 
of helpful teaching, of healthful disci- 
pline and conscientious correction.

his best endeavors in this field of useful- 
ness? 

Why should work so important as we 
believe penal work to be be merely re- 
garded as a “job from the state’’ by 
nine-tenths of the men who serve as 
prison officers? Why may not this serv- 
ice rise to the grade of a calling or pro- 
fession in which a man can be proud to 
earn and possess the proofs of creditable 
and credited atainments, instead of en- 
during merely an existence from pay-day 
to pay-day? 

Requirements of a Good Official. 

What constitutes good prison service? 
Watchful attention, constant vigilance, 
unceasing industry, ready helpfulness, 
shrewdness in discovery, readiness in 
emergency, fearlessness in execution, the 
constant maintenance of a championship 
for right and justice. What does good 
discipline mean but all these things? 
How can good discipline be obtained if 
those in whom these qualities should ex- 
ist are strangers to them? No prison 
force should have room for the loafer, 
the hypocrite or the “ne’er-do-well,” but 
instead should have that in its pay, its 
honors or emoluments, which will attract 
good, clean, qualified men: men without 
“pulls;"" men without party records; but 
men! 

Exact Justice Demanded. 

Most important among subordinate of- 
ficers is the deputy werden, or principal 
keeper, who should bear the same rela- 
tion to the warden or superintendent as 
the, adjutant does to the § regimental 
commander in military service, following 
exactly and with unswerving loyalty the 
Policy and general method of his chief, 
and supplying from his own knowledge, 
experience and training a ready solution 
of each and every @etail of handling and 
discipline. He gshould possess a keen 
conscience, high notions of honor, a broad 
sense of justice; should possess sharp- 
ness In detection of wrongdoing and good 
judgment in applying remedial driscipline; 
should not be wedded to severity and 
blindly love leniency; for, with the deft- 
ness of a musician, he should be able to 
find a responsive chord in nearly every 
human heart. 

In the handling of prisoners, the key to 
discipline lies in tmpartial treatment 
under equal conditions, and in constantly 
striving for absolute justice. No people 
are sq quick to perceive Injustice as 
those who are or have been themselves

One ,of the most serious difficulties fn 
congregate prison, and one which in- 
terferés constantly with the gperation of 
reformatory§ influences, the tendency 
among the subordinate officers to becoMe 
familiar with prisoners, and to yield to 
the superior cunning and stronger will of 
the smooth crook. who, with cleverness 
born of long prison experience, stands 
readv with numerous littl, services and 
attentions to make the officer his debtor.
